1 . Newly submitted claims 1 7-27 and 32 directed to an invention that is independent 
or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: These are 
apparatus claims and the applicant has already received an office action on method 
claims. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 1-27,32 withdrawn from consideration as 
being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 821 .03. 

2. Claim 28-31 ,33-36 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smith (5375846) in view of Siegesmund (5882008). 

Smith teaches a method of playing a game with real-life situations (1:45-52), gathering 
players, determining order of play (3:28-40), players in turn are provided chance to 
respond to the situation (3:40-50), and other players discuss the situation and scoring 
the response (abstract last 5 lines). 

Smith teaches all limitations except that it does not expressly teach using this method 
for playing a board game. 

Smith however teaches possibility of the game playing methods applied to board game 
environments (1 :25-30). 

Board games are known and used for ages in promoting playing methods. 
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In order to promote a playing method and make it available to a large section of players, 
it would have been obvious to apply the method to a board game environment. 
One of ordinary skill in art at the time the invention was made would have suggested 
applying the method in a board game medium for reaching large section of players.
